BRITISH COLUMBIAS RESOURCES. 

Under this heading one cf the late t 

writers of tho Toronto Qlobe has an artielo 
of a ctdumii and a half in length which 
deals with tho resources of this "Glorious 
Province" in a generoiiH and favorable 
s[iirit. The writer begius with n refor- 
enco lo tho j'ailway agitation of a yoar or 
two ago, and says that British (Johimbia's 
anxiety was no more than might bo e.x- 
peeted of "a population fow iu number-', 
isolated fiom tho rest of tho world, and to 
whom tho railway was, literally, every- 
thing." In time, he continues, "clearer 
views reganling British Columbia will 
prevail, luu' real v.diie as an integral part 
ot the Doniionion will coim.' to be umler- 
slooil,her marvellous natural resources 
will 1)0 doveiopod, and tho railway will bu 
built. Alreadjy there are indications of a 
better feeling m the Province towards the 
Diiminion, and of a more hopefnl tone in 
the Dominion as regards the Province, 
There is a steady proj;refis going on in 
British Columbia heisolf; it Coufedera 
tiiiu has not done all that was desired or 
hoped for, it has done a good deal, while 
othur circumatanoes are developing new 
sources of weultb and prosperity." 

Tho Globe next refers to the early gold 
rush to Cariboo anil tho disadvantages the 
country th-'ii lal)ored under owing to the 
I'liormous co. t of the necessaries of life and 
the fact that they h.id all to he imported 
fryni a foreign country. "But the cundi- 
tioiis of venture in British Columbia are 
now easier. Access to the gold region, if 
still toilsome, ia less diflicult; the pros- 
l)ect of I he railway has .'-tiiuulated etl'orts 
at colonization; settlers are going into tlie 
country; there is ijliuity (jf food now to be 
had on e(jmparalively moderatt! ti^ruu, 
even in districts that seem to the d wi-ller.-^ 
iu piuirie lauds moro or less cramped; 
largo herds may be fed on rich and pro- 
ductive soils; there is a stable system of 
govorniuent, and the strength which 
union with Canada gives does much to 
inspire a contidence and assurance thut iii 
cilil time's were wanting. Under these 
more propitious circumstaucea, experi- 
ments upon tho gold-yieldiug qualities of 
the quartz have been made anew. A very 
deep interest, amounHng almost to excite- 
ment, showed itsi lf penuing the report of 
the inineralogi-t:.. But that report has 
o.vceoded tho most sanguine expectations. 
Iti-. ei' ar that the process of crn--hiDg 
will yield a return fur I'apital investoil ,and 
that a degice of l ertaia'y m.iy bo import- 
ed into the business quite unknown in 
connection with former spoculatioDB.

iateii raj)hlly -a reiietitmn, in fact, of tho 
gieat results of thu gold discoveries ii. 
C.difornia, of the ell'oct of 
hridging over the American il 
tuo steudy, onward progress of colonizu- 
tion wherever the gold hunter has pitched 
his tent in the Australian wilderness." 

Allusion is next made to the superior 
qindity ot Provincial coal and lumln r; 
till! existence of liniestouo and iruu oro, 
copper and tin in eihausth.'ss quantity; 
(iiul in eojiclu.sion tho great comijierciul 
future before tho l-'roviuce is sketched in 
tho following lines: "Remote, too, as 
British Columbi,i is from the Old World's 
tnarkols, she is most favorably Hituated 
for coninianding .-oiao that are just hegin- 
liiiig to appri-eiate (he ne.-es-ity of udopt- 
ii!;; an Old V. oilil ci\ ili/.,ition. Within 
the comparatively short ilistaiico of -1,000 
miles is the Kmpiro of Japan, with amost 
intelligent people of thirty three millions 
already familiarizing themsolvoa with the 
railway and otlii'r inodorn inventions. In 
China one lailway at least has forced tho 
thin end of the wedge into ita antiquated 
;y.,t- nis, and prejiuliees, and told four 
liundred and t. v. only Jive milliona that they 
ni-ed much to which they havo never yet 
been accuhtomeil. Australia even now 
i'xi;lian(.;es her inoducta with her sister 
Colony on the .Noilliean facille eoa-t; .and 
if the United Sl.il- s slill pi-e.-iorvo a jeal- 
ous exeliisivc'iii ss, there a.re ton inilliuns 
or more of Hoiith Aiiiericaiis on tho WCB 
tern shore of this coiitinont who will bo 
glad to bo cubtomors for all that they re- 
quire that British Columbia can supply. 
J I wo add to all thiH tho posHession of a 
cliniati) delightfully tenqiprate, but not 
enervating, wo may safely challenge tho 
l)roof that British Coliinibi'i ia a posscs- 
siou to be uudorvalui d, either as a por- 
tion of tho IJomiuiou, or the western out- 
post of tho Empire." 

BRITISH COLUMBIA INDIANS. 



the reeout labors of tho Comniiasionors. 
Tho iiidians on tho 'WeBtern coast, the 
writer contends, have beon badly handled, J 
ospooially in oonaeotioa with their land 
raserves. First and foremost, there is tho 
question of tho unextinguished Indian 
title in tho soil. Tho Canadian policy is 
to recognizo this title, but tho Crown has 
not recognized it — at least on tho maiu- 
Iftud portion of tho Provinco, and Home, 
iuilci-.l, s.iy that thu Crown from tho first 
has distinctly dcnicil it in tho Colony of 
British Columbia. It would cost a gri-al 
sum of money to extiugiiiah tho Indian 
title there, and if it be not extinguished 
tho Province, which he says contains 
about one-third of all tho Indiana in Ca- 
nada, will be in this respect an e.xoiqd nm- 
al area. Who is to lind tho money for 
tho purpose V The practical diiliculties in 
settling this question are so great that it 
has not been raised at proseut, there be- 
ing some hoi)o that tho Commissioners 
may adjust matters ho as to prevent tho 
necessity of its being raised. But what 
guarantee can there ho thiit tho Indians 
IheP'selves will notrai.se it at some future, 
perhaps not distant, limoV This is the 
most serious dilhculty in tho way, but 
thero are othi-rs of minor importance. In 
all hor broad domains Canada has beon 
so successful in dealing with the Indian 
l>opulation that we have a strong hope 
that oven our dusky brethren will be dea t 
witn iu a way to satisfy them.

Uussiii, as was predicted, declines Uroat 
Britain's mediation, preferring to deal 
with Turliey directly, (ireat Ibitain's ac- 
ceptance of the position of mcdiatur v.'as 
taken with little hope of success; but tho 
refusal of Kiissia to entertain her over- 
tures will Btrengthoa the British Govern- 
luout !»iy showing that they have hesitate d 
at no efTort to bring about apeac'oful solu- 
tion of tho terrible struggle. To have de- 
clined to bear the M|i\ e-liraiieli to lliis.sia, 
howi-ver hopeless the mission ai)] e,ired, 
would hiivo sul,>jecto;l the Cbiveriiiiu-nt to 
severe censure. It is impossiblo to tdl 
what will be tho next move; but every 
day the aspect of afl'aira is growing graver 
because it is becoming painfully evident 
that (ierraany, Aui<tria, rkit--sia and, per- 
haps, Italy, are iu [icrfect accord on tho 
ICiistcrn question, and that they will try 
and divide the spoils of war without coii- 
sultiug Groat Britain, whoso supremacy 
iu India and on tho Meditorrauenu is 
threatened by theportition of the Turkish 
empire. 

ANOTHER QEEAf" ENGLISH CRIMI- 
NAL. 

Another great criminal case ia before 
the Londoo magistrates. Mr. Frederick 
Dimsdale, a London solicitor of thirty 

years' standing, has boon arrested for ob 
laining money to the amount of c.".lM I^ikki 
on forged leases. Two lady clerks in his 
employment are also implicated. The 
f irgeries and fr.unls oxlend over a period 
of Uve and twenty ye irs, and were prac- 
ticed upon banks, hniMiag sociolies, loan 
OJinpauies, kc, without number. Tho 
night after Dimsdale's arrest, a friend of 
his ofl'erod tho gaoler at the Mansion 
ilouso .UoOO to let liim escape from tho 
van, Tho money was refused, and the 
friend, another lady, arrested and com- 
mitted for attempted conspiracy. Dims- 
dale ii well connected, and London cor- 
respondents of prnvinrial papers say it is 
feared his fall will involve that of inane 
respectabh- City men. 

BY ROBBERY. 

The Duke of Sutherland's agents have 
compiled a list of his possessions: — In 
Sutherland, 1,170,454; aores; Shropshire, 
17,495 acres; Staffordshire, 12,744 acres, 
and Yorkshire 1,853 acres. The Duchess 
also owns an estate of 1-19,879 acros in 
Itosj-shire, bringing tho grand tolnl to 
1,.'!."8,-1'2,5 acres, which ))rodncc an .■u.iiind 
rental of .€1-11,1)00. Tho I'aho i, ulso

armistice; but as owing to the weather it
